“LINING-OUT stock” explained. Many plants in this 
price list are marked with an asterisk (*) and 
classed as lining out stock. This means that the 
plants, of the size so marked, are not generally 
considered large enough for landscaping. Rather, 
they should be lined out in rows, or grown in beds 
or cold frames where they can be protected, until 
they are large enough for landscaping. 


“POTTED plants” explained. When we list potted 
plants, the size listed is the size of the pot, not the 
size of the plant. Hence, ‘‘4 inch pot plants” means 
the plant is growing ina 4 inch pot. Note: when we 
sell the plant, we remove the pot and wrap the 
plant as dictated by its size and root development. 


PRICES. Prices quoted here are f. o. b. this nursery 
and are for “field average” plants. If the customer 
selects extra specimen material, an additional 
charge will be made. 


PACKING. There is no charge for packing orders 
that are picked up at the nursery. When an order 
is to be shipped, please add 10% of the cost of the 
plants for packing. Minimum packing charge 50 
cents. 


SHIPPING. We can ship by parcel post, parcel post 
special handling, air freight, United Parcel Service, 
motor freight, and bus (Trailways and Greyhound). 
Due to the varied weights and sizes of our plants, 
it is impractical to state a fixed percentage as a 
shipping charge. So we will ship “charges collect.” 
If you prefer to send an estimated amount, with 
your order, for postage or UPS, and if it is suffi- 
cient, such order will be sent postpaid. Any over- 
payment that you send us will be refunded. NOTE: 
REA will not accept a collect shipment. If you de- 
sire REA shipment, we will help you determine 
shipping costs. 


TERMS. Orders that are to be shipped must be ac- 
companied by remittance in full. Orders to be pick- 
ed up here must be accompanied by 25% deposit 
with the understanding that if you cancel your 
order after we have dug the plants, the deposit is 
forfeited as payment to us for digging and replant- 
ing.

PICK-UP ORDERS. If you want to pick up your 
plants here, please place your order in advance so 
that we can have it ready for you. 


MAXIMUM SHIPPING SIZE. Due to the costs of 
packing and shipping, we do not ordinarily ship 
plants that are more than 6 feet tall. If the 
customer specifically authorizes it, we will in 
appropriate cases, prune a large plant back to 
proper shipping size. 


CLAIMS AND GUARANTEE. Claims for shortages, 
errors, or any cause, must be made within 5 days 
after receipt of shipment. In no case are we liable 
for more than the invoice price of the plant. We 
guarantee to ship good, healthy stock but we do 
not assume any risk or responsibility for trans- 
portation, growth, or life of the plants after they 
leave this nursery. If your plants are damaged 
or excessively delayed in transit, make this nota- 
tion on the carrier’s delivery receipt and file a 
claim against the carrier immediately. Please note 
that our responsibility for delivery of your plants 
ends upon our delivering them to the carrier.

The zone number which we give is the northern- 
most zone in which we believe the plant to be hardy 
under average winter conditions. It should be noted 
that a plant’s ability to survive the winter is not de- 
terminded solely by the minimum temperature to 
which the plant is exposed but is also affected by the 
plant’s general health, the soil moisture content, and 
the exposure to scalding sun and wind. Our assign- 
ment of a particular zone number to a plant should 
not be construed as a guarantee that the plant will 
survive in that zone. We can make no warranty, ex- 
pressed or implied, as to the ability of any plant to 
survive after it has left this nursery.

Sizes of azaleas are as follows: 3 in. pot plants 
are rooted cuttings that have been potted and grown 
in the pot one season; two year size are grown in the 
pot one year and in field beds one year; three year 
size in the pot one year and field beds two years; 
four year size in pots one year and in field beds 
three years. 


We will furnish one to five plants of a variety and 
size at each rate; five to 25 of a variety and size at 
the ten rate; 25 or more of a variety and size at the 
100 rate. 

If a variety is listed at 10 rate and not each rate, 
there will be an additional charge of 20 cents per 
plant if less than 5 are ordered. 


Items marked by an asterisk (*) are classed as 
Lining-Out stock.

BACK ACRE AZALEAS 
By Morrison 


These azaleas are the first of the seedlings grown 
on personally, with a breeding program that is an 
extension of one phase of the original Glenn Dale 
work. They are not Glenn Dales, but are more closely 
related to the Satsuki group from Japan. 


The breeding program centered on the production 
of double flowers that will be hardy for outside work, 
and in as wide a range of kinds that have white or 
nearly white centers and colored margins. The doub- 
les are represented in this offering but only a few of 
those to come. The white or light centered kinds are 
a mere sample of the range to be available shortly. 


These kinds are from parents that are cold hardy 
in Washington, D. C. and plants have been tested 
safely in that area, in Memphis, Tenn., and in the 
general Atlanta area. In extremely cold winters 
there was some loss of flowers buds. 

The usual variation in degree of doubling may be 
expected on newly set plants, and the variations in 
light centers will vary considerably until the plants 
are old enough to have many, small, blooming shoots.

GLENN DALE AZALEAS 


Since we began growing Glenn Dale Azaleas, in 
1941, they have become rather widely known and the 
demand for them has increased rapidly. Their ability 
to survive in areas where evergreen azaleas have 
been previously winter-killed has made them very 
popular. 

Sometimes, when their flowers are described as 
striped or flaked, there will be scattered branches of 
solid colored flowers. Those branches should be cut 
out. This characteristic is inherent to the variety, not 
a fault of the nurseryman.
